2. If you want this receipt pootmarked, stick the gummed stub on the left portion of the 
address side of the article, leaOing the receipt attached, and preeent the article at a post office 
service window or hand it to your rural carrier, (no extra chaise) 

3. If you do not want this receipt postmarked, stick the gummed stub on the lett portion ot 
the address side of the article, detach and retain the receipt, and mail the article.

5. If you want the article delivered only to the addressee, endorse it on the front UhLlViiK 1 U 
ADDRE^EE ONLY. {Fee—50<li). Place the same endorsement in line 2 of the return receipt
